Veteran's Meeting 


A meeting to discuss the Veterans’ 


‘Club was held in the Armouries on 


Saturday evening last. The chief 
purpose of this meeting was to hear 
from W. J. Dyson, a retumed vet- 
eran, just what the Returned Veter- 
ans Association was*doing in the 
Province. Besides veterans present 
were also Mayor G. W. Smith, Com- 
missioner’ Stephenson, Judge Mahaf- 
fy and Mr. Galbraith. siet 

A very interesting talk was given 
by W. J. Dyson on the activities of 
the Association in the province, and 
| of the Provincial Convention. He 
| Spoke on some ‘of the more import- 
ant questions being dealt - with by 
the Veterans at the present time, 
namely, the Equalization of Pen- 
sions, representation in the Provin-. 
cial Hause, Land Settlerent, and 
placing of veterans: in suitable oc- 
cupations on their return. ‘In re- 
gard to the latter, he mentiuned 
that no difficulty was being exper- - 
ienced at Calgary in regard to this, 
in fact, he stated that there were 
more situations open to men than 
there were men to filf them. 

The land settlement~ scheme of the 
Government “was spoken of, and he 
‘Said that the Veterans felt that. in 
this province, at least 160 acres wus 
| not. enough, owing to the fact that 
in a great many districts there was 
so much brush, etc., and a ‘half-sec- 
tion gave a man a much better 
chance. The Community scheme was 
also greatly favored by the majority 
of the men. G 

In regard to the representation in 
the Provincial “House, he stated 
that the returned men were not at 
all satisfied with the idea of only 
two sgats in the legislature, think- 
4 that had sent 
38,000 men to the front was entitled 
to much more. He suggested also 
that it would be quité’ probable that 
if suitable representatives could. be 
found, that returned soldiers would 
contest seats at the next election, 
on the Soldier's ticket. 

The question of Equalization of 
Pensions was one that nearly all 
Were agreed with, and strong repre- 
sentations will be made to the Gov- 
ernment concerning this. He gave 
many. instances where men. who were 
getting good salaries before they en- 
listed, are now getting the $40.00 a 
month pension, while others who 
were not doing anything like as well 
before getting commissions are now 
drawing $100 a month. 

He had nothing but the very best 
to say of the spirit shown by all 
to the veteran from. the tire a1 man 
is wounded until the time he . gets 
home. Many. questions were asked; 
and altogether a very interesting 
meeting was held.

British Official on 
' Successes. | 


LONDON, May i10th.— Attacking 
on a front of about four miles in the 
Lake Doiran region of Meacedonia, 
British troops'on one wing took 
Teutonic allied trenches ona ..front 
of two miles andon the other flank 
advanced on a front of about a mile, 
according to a British official com- 
munication issued to-night. 

Ihe communication, which is dat- 
ed Saloniki, Tuesday night, says: 

“After artillery preparation last- 
ing several days our troops Attacked 
the enemy’s trenches from a point 
southwest of Lake Doiran ona front 
of about four wiles. On the left we 
captured the enemy’s trenches on a 
front of. two miles and advanced our 
line to’ an average depth of five 
hundred yards and consolidated our 
new position. Z 

“On the right we captured 
enemy’s trenches between the 
and Petit Nouronne on a front 
about a mile. The enemy, 
ever, heavily counter-attacked 
new position on this’ part of the 
front. After determined hand" to 
hand fighting, in which our troops 
inflicted: severe losses, they were for- 
ced back,by superior numbers to

Saleeby, “something of which I 
cannot tell you anything, but which 
will avert nine out of ten cases of 
blindness. 

“I have got my way,” Dr. Saleeby 
further says, “about heart armor for 
our soldiers. The military authori- 
ties have oonsented to try whether 
something cannot be devised, and we 
have now been officially informed 
they are going to do if. Perfectly 
wonderful things in the way of shields 
haye been done already with very 
simple means. Every soldier ought 
to have a body shield. Already our 
head cases are disappearing from the 
hospitals. That is the helmet. I 
hope we may be able to say the same 
in regard to shrapnel wounds to the 
chest and upper part of the abdo- 
men.” 


CASTE CURES OUTCASTS 


Retrieved Honor at High 


Price In Battle 


Sepoys 


Edmund Candler writes from Me 
sopotamia: There have been occa- 
sions when ritual and caste-exclusive- 
ness have been turned to disciplinary 
uses. There was a company of Raj- 
puts somewhere in the neighborhood 
of Suez which contained a draft of 
very raw recruits. Four were hold- 
{ng a picket on the east bank of the 
canal when they lost their heads. One 
blazed off at a shadow. A panic set 
in and all four threw down their 
rifles, bolted as if the devil were 
behind them, and were only held up 
by the barbed wire of their own out- 
post. 

The officer commanding and the ad 
jutant were considering how to deal 
with them when the Subadar major 
entered the orderly room. The man 
was a veteran, with a double row of 
ribbons on his breast, and he had 
never let the regiment down in all his 
service. He begged as a special favor 
that Rajput officers should be per- 
mitted to wipe out the stain. ‘Leave 
it to us, Sahib,” he said; “we will put 
such an indignity on them that there 
will not be a jiwan in the regiment 
who will shrink from bahadri (brave 
deeds) again..” 

The colonel saw the wisdom of this. 
So the Indian officers of the regiment 
were deputed to deal with the case 
themselves. The jiwans were tapped 
on the head with a slipper, the last 
ignominy that can befall a Rajput. 
After such disgrace they could not 
enter the chauka and mess with their 
caste companions. That is to say, 
they were socially excommunicated 
until their honor was retrieved. For 
nearly eighteen months they [it their 
outcast fire and took their meals apart 
at a measured distance from the 
chauka, at such a distance that no 
ray of contamination could proceed 
from them to it. They were still 
under the ban when the regiment left 
Egypt for Mesopotamia. hen they 
went into action with the relleving 
column before Kut all four rehabili- 
tated themselves. Two died honor- 
ably, one was awarded the Indian Or- 
der of Merit, and the fourth was pro. 
moted.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any, 
male over 18 years old, may home~ 
stead a quarter eection of available 
Dominion land in Manituba, Sask- 
tchowan or Alberta, Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may bo made at any Domiaion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead ona farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity.

Society is Greater Than Ever. 


What every man’and woman of 
Alberta must know are the needs of. 
the Alberta Red Cross. Mrs. Waag- 
en, Supt. of Supplies of the Alberta 
Provincial Branch, speaking in Cal- 
gary the other day said:— 

“The last official report of our 
in the Red Cross Bulletin for Fabru- 
Red Cross Commissioner, published 
ary, showed that in order to mect 
demands, 4083 more cases of Red 
Cross supplies had been issued from 
our London warehouses than were 
received in one month. <A further 
advice stated: ‘In consequence of 
the depletion of our stores, we were 
only able to supply one half our 
customary 500 cases to France 
during December.’ "’ 

“Our needs are greater than they 
ever were."’ 

“Our reserve stores are depleted.” 
. “Demands upon the Society are 
increasing."’ 

“Money is required for the pur- 
chase of drugs, medicines and hos- 
pital equipment.” 

“Supplies are urgently. needed. The 
price of raw material has doubled, 
therefore, more moncy is required to 
purchase the materials out of which 
supplies are made.” 

WORKERS 

Many women in England and 
France who are able to give tire 
to making supplies are now engaged 
in other work. How are Canadian 
women to make good this shortage 
of workers ) Last year, during the 
summer months, our output of Red 
Cross supplies in Alberta decreased 


10 per cent. This ®% because we are 
an .agricultural community, and 
during the summer months our 
countrywomen are obliged to give 


their time to farming, and cannot do, 
the same amount of sewing for the 
Red Cross. d 
What will happen if our supplies 
decrease this year? Our men at the 
front will suffer unless every possi- 
ble effort is made to avoid such a 
calamity. They will pay the price 
of this shortage. K 
We require the combined efforts of 
every man, worran and child in the 
community to assist our work. Our 
city and town women most redouble 
their efforts during the next few 
months to make good the inevitable 
shortage.of work from the country. 
ISvery woman who can do so _ is 
urged to take her place in the ranks 
of Red Cross Workers. At our Pro- 
vincial Depot alone a staff of 500 
workers a weck is required to handle 
the bene whjch are being sent for-

Will Australia get ao national an- 
them out of this empire crisis? Who 
can say? Are national anthems ever 
written to order? ‘We doubt it. If, 
like Topsy, they don't “just grow,” 
there’s something cit!ficial and un- 
satisfactory about them, something 
like paper roses. Portugal, on the 
establishment of the republic, asked 
for a new national anthem, but we 
have not heard sho has got one to 
suit. Like poets, national anthems 
are born, not made. 

The fact {s, that it is not always 
the official national anthem which {s 
the real one. For instance, “My Coun- 
try, "Tis of Thee,” sung to our own 
“God Save” tune, is the official an- 
them of the United States, but it 
takes .secondary place to “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” “Yanke Doodle,” 
“John Brown's Body,” and, in the 
south, “Dixie Land.” These were all 
anthems hot from the heart in timos 
of crisis. 

Even the “Marseillaise,” which {fr 
the official anthem of the French Re 
ublic, used to be anathema to the 

overnment. It is an anthem of re 
volt, not of loyalty. It was a song 
of revolution. But now that a re. 
public has ousted royalty it is shown 
in at the front door. 

Really our own “God Save the 
King” was the merest accident. Who 
commissioned it? It simply happen. 
ed. But, even so, it is not the best 
of our great national songs. That 
place is undoubtedly held by “Rule, 
Britannia!” Morover, that old Jaco- 
bite song, written to an exiled mon- 
arch, {s really much better in every 
way than our official anthem— 
“Here’s a Health Unto His Majesty.” 

It is surprising how seldom Scots 
sing the National Anthem. What dc 
they sing when they foregather eithe: 
at home or at the far ends of the 
earth? Why, “Au! Lang Syne,” o 
course!

ELIMINATE WEEDS! 


Robert Elsom, Weed Inspeotor, Gives 
Advice Re Weeds 


Ag nearly al) our cropped areas are 
re or less infested with weeds in- 
jorious to growing crops, it ‘is abso- 
utely necessary that some kind of 
cultivation bé given that will destroy 
the young plants near the surface of 
the soil, thereby giving the varlous 
 shraaes & chance to obtain a good start 
efore the weeds get a dhance to 
take control of the ground.
